In this case the house action 


was just a one-day shock because 
no one expected the decision on 
Bntain to stick. 


But how could something like 


that happen"! It was very simple. 
The house—most of the members 
weren't there—was dozing through 
the gabbing on the Marshall Plan. 


Fogarty Did It 


Suddenly it got hit on the head 


with a verbal brick by Rep. John 
Edward Fogarty, a Democrat who 
is president 
of the Bricklayers 


"Union No. 1 of Rhode Island. 


Fogarty proudly lists his brick 


layers' connection in his own bio- 
graphical note in the congressional 
directory. 


It's a terrible thing the British 


have done to the Irish, said Fogar- 
ty, keeping six counties in the 
north of Ireland inside the British 
commonwealth and never letting 
the south of Ireland take over the 
whole country.

So one word led to another, with 


the Irishmen doing most of the 
talking, and before anyone knew 
what was happening some one 
called for a vote and the vote came 
out 99 to 66 for Fogarty's idea.

only a small part of the 435 house 
members, it was clear that most 
of them were bothering themselves 
with something else instead of be- 
ing on the house floor.

With sex crime* against chil- 


dren on the increase, it is up to u* 
parents to do everything we can 
to guard and protect our own 
children.

midst.

There are several other precau- 


tions we can take also. 
We can 


make sure that our school chil- 
dren never come 
home 
to 
an 


empty house; that if they walk 
to and 
from school 
they 
are 


taught not to play along the way 
Teachers could help by finding 
some form of punishment other 
than keeping children after school. 
For if Susie is occasionally kept 
in. her mother has no way of 
knowing whether to be worried 
or not when she is half an hour 
late getting home from school. 


And we can be careful where 


our children play, making it our 
business to know if an adult is at 
home at Johnny's before saying 
our own child can go to his nousc 
to play. 


If we don't take these simple 


precautions we aren't doing what 
we can to protect our children 
against a verv real danger.

Nerve Disease Treatment 
Depends 011 Basic Cause 


By EDWIN K JORDAN, M. D. 


Both neuritis and neuralgia arc 


painful conditions of the nerves. 
Neuralgia is not accompanied by 
any inflammation which can be 
identified. Neuritis means an in- 
flammation of a nerve or nerves 
which is accompanied by pain and 
tenderness, disturbances of feeling 
or sensation, and a certain amount 
of muscular wasting. 


Either neuritis or neuralgia can 


be caused by a number of differ- 
ent diseases or condifons. In both, 
therefore, the problem is to try to 
find the underlying cause. Dia- 
betes (especially if the condition 
han not been controlled by suit- 
able diet or insulin), alcoholism, 
and infections are among the com- 
mon causes 


Vitamin deficiencies, especially 


the lack of vitamin B-l, may pro- 
duce nerve pain. One type of neu- 
ritis is common among the victims 
of chronic alcoholism. Perhaps at 
least part of the reason for this is 
that such persons substitute alco- 
hol as a food in place of a properly 
balanced diet containing enough' 
vitamin B-l. This type of netirt- 
tis often can be much improved or 
even relieved entirely by giving 
enough of this vitamin. 


Norve p«in accompanies shingles, 


or herpes zoster. In this disease 
the cause of the trouble is virus. 
Severe anemia can produc* 'n«u- 


i ntis. 
There are many chemical 


agents, such as arsenic, and many 
of the substances used in industry 
which produce neuritis or neural- 
gia. Infections of almost any kind 
are frequent sources of difficulty. 
PAIN IS TERRIFIC 


Neuritis 
and 
neuralgia 
are 


often difficult to treat satisfac- 
torily. In some cases the pam is 
intolerable. 
Thia is particularly 


true in people who have been 
weakened by disease and in the 
elderly. 
Relief 
has 
sometimes 


been obtained by killing the nerve 
by injecting alcohol or by cutting 
the nerve by an operation. 
Of 


course, this does not get at the 
bottom of the trouble but it is 
occasionally necessary to ease the 
pain. 


Much still has to be learned 


about many types of neuritis and 
neuralgia—what causes them and 
how to treat them. Although re- 
lief ran be given in a great ma- 
jority of cases, there are still far 
too many who suffier from these 
conditions in spite of everything 
which Is tried. Truly these are 
most distressing- conditions.

Key Canasta 
Quaries Answered

Amerca's Card Authority 


At the Canasta table, where a 


two-handed game is in progress 
I 
find 
that 
arguments fre- 


quently arise concerning the exis- 
ence of so-called "penalty cards." 
A typical question asked of me is: 


Q—In one of your columns you 


stated that in a two-handed Ca- 
nasta game there is no such thing 
as "penalty cards," and that the 
player could pick up exposed cards 
and put them back in his hand. 
May I ask under what rules that is 
permissible ? 


A—"There are no penalty cards' 


Is stated in the Official Canasta 
Law* of the National Canasta 
Law* Commission. Section VI, un- 
der the heading "Canasta for Two 
Players." 
* * * 


Q—I dealt and turned up a 


joker. What should I do? Wno 
could pick it up and with what? 


A—No one could pick it up with 


anything. If the card turned up 
by the dealer is a joker, a deuce 
or a red trey, the next card of the 
stock pile is turned up to cover It. 
If necessary, continue this process 
until a natural card is turned up. 


In this situation. Incidentally, 


the pack does not become unfro- 
zen when the initial meld is made. 
Regardless of the initial meld, the 
pack remains frozen, and can only 
be taken with 2 natural card* 
matching the up-card, as long as 
there 1* a wild card or a red trey 
in it. 
* * • 


Q—Our side has not made the 


initial meld. At my turn may I 
meld the required minimum whol- 
ly out of my hand, and then pick 
up the discard pile with only one 
natural card and a wild card, and 
make an additional meld or melds ? 
In this Instance the discard pile is 
not frozen by a red trey or a wild 
card. 


A—No, you may not make your 


Initial meld from your hand, and 
then pick up the discard pile, The 
play consists of three parts—the 
draw, the meld, and the discard 
—and you must draw first, even 
though you can meld the required 
number of points before drawing, 
Since the pack is frozen to you 
until your initial m«id is made, you 
still need 2 natural cards to pick 
it up, if you desire to do M at that 
turn.

Q—Is it permissible to use a 


wild card and 2 black' treys as a 
final meld to go out? 


A—1'es. A player may meld 2 


black treys and a wild card, or 8 
black treys, or 4 black treys, pro- 
vided they are all from his hand 
and he In melding out at that turn.

Q—The player next to the deal- 


er picks up the dealt cards and 
finds 4 red treysvin his own hand. 
Is there any extra bonus for hold- 
ing- these in one hand besides the 
800 count for 4 red treys'? 


A—No.

Q—May an initial meld be made 


with 3 wild cards and 2 natural 
cards' 


A—Yes. The rules state that you 


may not use more than S wild 
cards In any meld. 
In order to 


make a canasta out of this par- 
ticular meld, you must add 2 more 
natural cards to it.

ute rule, cause of mudh fuss throughout the past season, won't come 
around for an encore next season. 


The National Basketball committee, the amateur sport's top rules 


body, yesterday threw out the two-minute experiment after a tryout of 
one year. 


Teams in the United State and 


Canada now will play under the 
same code for the full 40 minutes. 


The committee followed the rec- 


ommendation of the National As- 
sociation of Basketball Coaches, 
whose 
convention preceded the 


rules meeting.* * * 


The rules committee reempha- 


sized tho present regulation on 
intentional fouls, recommending 
that referees enforce it by giving 
ah additional free throw. 
* * * 


Because of laxity in enforcing 


the intentional foul rule, the two- 
minute experiment was voted last 
year. Under it, a team fouled in 
the last two minutes got its free 
throw and possession of the ball. 


But. operation of the two-minute 


regulation brought protests from 
a majority who contended it vir- 
tually wiped out the chance for a 
team to come from behind in the 
final 120 seconds. 


Take Shot or Waive 


Now a fouled team either can 


take the shot or waive it to keep 
possession. 


The committee also passed on 


the following rules: 


1. Clock to be stopped on all 


Jump-balls. 


2. Substitutions to be made only 


when the clock is stopped for a 
foul, a jump baU. a time out or 
for an unusual delay. If subs are 
sent in at any other time a time 
out is charged. 


3. The molded -ball will be the 


only official ball. 


4. A. player charged with a foul 


must raise his hand over his head, 
otherwise a technical foul will be 
charged.
